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It is indeed a wonderful thing, that in the age in which our great 
reformers lived, such as Luther, Calvin, Knox, and others who have lived 
since them, none of them were able to restore to the people the original 
and true principles of faith. Mr. Alexander Campbell got the nearest to 
it of any of them that we know of. He came to believe in faith, repent- 
ance, and in baptism for the remission of sins; but he had not authority 
even to administer baptism for the ‘remission of ‘sins, and, knowing he 
had not authority, he had not the audacity to promise the einen family 
that they should receive the Holy Ghost. No man ever had. ete wy oe ed 
to do that, except he bore some portion of that. Holy Priesthood which 
President Smith was speaking of this morning. But when the Gospel 
came to us in these latter times through the Prophet Joseph Smith, it 
came to us, not only in word, but in Spirit and in power. Think of the 
man, John the Baptist, who, nearly two thousand years ago, baptized the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and the people of Judea and Jerusalem by the hun- 
dreds and thousands in Jordan—think of this same man coming and 
ordaining Joseph and Oliver to be priests after the order of Aaron! 
Think you he did not know how to baptize correctly? He knew whether 
they were to be sprinkled, or poured upon, or baptized face downward or 
face upward. He had learned how. He had administered to the Son of 
God, who instituted this plan of salvation for the whole human family. 
He could teach this correctly, and he taught Joseph and Oliver, after he 
had conferred upon them the authority, how to baptize. Hence we have 
the most implicit confidence that our mode of baptism is the only true 
mode of baptism ever instituted by the Savior, or else He-would not bare 
had it practiced upon Himself. This principle has come down to us with 
a confidence and an assurance, and with a Priesthood that is continuous 

and eternal. The work that is upon us to-day is in continuation of thazt 
principle upon which the Savior said to Nicodemus: “Except. man be 
born of water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of God.” 
This is a fixed rule, not only for people while they dwell in the flesh, to 
be baptized for themselves, but it is just as fixed a principle for all those 
that are dead. Hence it is that Paul says concerning the great.work of 
the Lord: “Having made known unto us the mystery of His will, accord- 
ing to His good pleasure which He hath purposed in Himself; that in 
dispensation of the fullness of times, He might gather together in one | 
things in Christ, both which are in heaven, and which are on earth; ‘even 
in him.”

That is the promise; that is what this work of the last aia is sigh 
to, what is being carried on, and what it will accomplish.

Thus the work 
is going on; and by and by, when the Kingdom of God is established in

This is the purpose of that work of which the Apostle Paul also spoke

Latter-day Sainte, this is the glorious work in which you are engaged 
in these latter days. Do not forget it. Keep these t and glorious 
truths before your minds; let your attention be absorbed by these things, 
instead of going into contention and strife, envying and jealousy, folly 
and nonsense, with distraction, discord and unbelief. Remember that 
this is the work of the Lord entrusted to you, and that you are called to 
perform it. The Priesthood that is put upon you is not for to curse, nor 
to create discord, conténtion or strife; it is put upon you to bless the people, 
to bless each other, to bless the hudiet family, to bless the dead, and to labor 
for them, seeing “that they without us can not be made perfect,” ‘hat by 
and by we and they may together enter into the fulfillment of the pi 
‘made to the fathers, even the blessings of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. We 
want to live so as to inherit and receive them in their fullness; so that 
when the time comes that Abraham, our father, shall come upon the earth 
to receive that inheritance that has been promised him, they who are the : 
‘children of Abrchan will be blessed with faithful Abraham. 
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We age only just getting this vast labor started, the work of those in 
the heavens and the work of those on the earth; and while we seem 


already to be considerable of a people, we are but infantile compared with 
what we shall become. I testify that these principles of the Gospel are 
true, If there are any in our midst this day who do not believe the Gos- 
pel, 1. want to tell them that in the mouth of two or three witnesses every 
word shall be established, and you are having it established here. You 
may think perhaps there is not much significance to the testimony of two 
or three, but you will see the time when it will be very important to you. 

The Lord established that rule under the Mosaic law, and it is a rule that 
has come down in the jurisprudence of the ages, that in the mouth of two 
or three witnesses every word shall be established. They who hear these 
things taught by those who have experienced and know them to be true, 
will ba ve to answer for the fact that they heard and might have received 
a knowledge of these things themselves if they would. When a man is 
brought into court and convicted of. a crime by the mouth of two or three 
witnesses, he finds that the testimonies of those witnesses are very power- 
ful. Many a man has been made to swing on the gallows, or has been 
shot, on the testimony of two or three witnesses, whose testimonies were 
unimpeachable. So when we come into the court of heaven, they who are 
hearing the word of the Lord and living amongst us in the daylight of the - 
Gospel, and hearken not unto its ways, but rather persecute God's people, 
by and by they will be liable to feel the force of two or three witnesses in 
their case, You had better look into it yourselves, and all of us had 
better find the means of self- justification and live so that we can be above 
conviction of the Jaw in any sense. It is one thing to live so that we can 
be justified individually, or before our families. It is comparatively an 
| easy | matter to preserve union and fellowship with those of our household 
and those who are of kindred faith with us; but when we come as 
members of a ward, or of a stake, there is where we are required to carry 
the union and fellowship of the Holy Spirit in our labors, that will unite, 
cement, bind together and make strong, instead of taking a course that 
will divide and render discordant, impotent and unprofitable. We ought 
to E these Lare and seek to enlarge our understandings and 


our cate and the consequences pies so that wi may be more useful and 
more influential for good in the earth, as we have opportunity, both for 
the living and for the dead. 

It is the duty of the Apostles to see to it that the Gospel is sent into all 
the world.

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THE Prophet Joseph Smith says that „in 2 that any > rational. and 
intelligent being may exercise faith in God unto life and salvation” he 
must have “an actual knowledge that the course of life which he is pur: 
suing is according to His will.” This is strictly. a scriptural doctrine, 7 
slthough the Christian world in general | has lost sight of it or eee 


it. 

Although the Savior has “God so loved. ‘the ‘wand, that * 
gave bis only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him should not 
perish, but, have everlasting life,” He has never taught that it vas un- 
necessary for man to do anything further. To the contrary, he has. 
said, “Not every one that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall enter into the 
kingdom of heaven, but he that doeth the will of my Father which is in 
heaven,” (Matt. 7: 21). He also urged His disciples to strive for (perfec: 
tion ; ; for He says, “Be ye therefore perfect, even as your Father which. is 
in heaven is perfect,” (Matt. 5: 48). His disciples advocated the same 
doctrine. The Apostle Paul wrote to the Hebrews: Therefore leaving 
the principles of the doctrine of Christ, let us go on unto perfection, not 
laying again the foundation of repentance from dead works and of faith 
toward God, of the dootrine of baptisms, and of laying on of hands, and 
of resurrection of the dead, and of eternal judgment,” (Heb. 6: 1, ). The 
Apostle Peter admonished the saints in these words: “Add to your fait 

virtue; and to virtue knowledge; and to knowledge temperance; and to 
temperance patience; and to patience godliness ; and to godliness brotherly 
kindness; and to brotherly kindness charity. For if these things be in 
you, and abound, they make you that ye shall neither be barren nor 
unfruitful in the knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ.” (II Peter 1: 5, 6, 
7,8). He further urged them to diligence in making their “calling and 
election sure.” The Savior has also said, “And this is life eternal, that 
they might know thee the only true God, and Jesus Christ, whom thou | 
hast sent,” (John 17: 3).

At Bern we purchased tickets for Interlaken. Upon our arrival tere 
we went immediately to the office of Thos. Cook and Son and made 
nents for our Voyage across the sea. We told them what our 
intentions were and where we wanted to go, and they selected the route 

“beat suited for our purpose. We were to board the Austrian Lloyd ship 

at Brindisi, Italy, and from thence sail to Caifa, by way of Alexandria, 

leaving Brindisi on the 3rd of September. We received an order on the 

‘Office at Rome for the tickets which we secured when we arrived there. 

Steamers leave Brindisi weekly for Alexandria, Port Said, and Turkey, 

aii also from Naples for Alexandria and Port Said fortnightly. ‘Steamers 
‘ald leave Trieste for these ports. 

From Interlaken we went to Lucern. The next morning we were sail- 
ing on the Vier-Wald-Statter Sea. We did not stop to see any of the 
‘Historical places connécted with William Tell. We boarded the train at 
Fluelen, which took us through the St. Gotthard tunnel to Chiasso. Here 
our baggage was examined. We waited about an hour to catch another 
‘train. Things were assuniing a different ‘aspect. No more were our ears 
‘gredted with the pleasant words of the German. We began to reslize 
that we were strangers in a strange country. By eleven o'clock we were

But 
when morning came we were sailing on smoother water. At 92 i pm es 
September 8th, we were at Caifa. We had secured a landing ticket at 
Cook s office in Alexandria and therefore had no trouble here. All our 
books were taken, but were immediately returned as we were under Cook’s 
management. Brother Grau met us at the Wharf. We stayed ir in n Onifa 
just three weeks. We were treated with all the generosity and hospitality 
‘the Saints could show. We began our journey for Alexandretta, September 
29th, and arrived there on the morning of the end of October. The Ameri- 
can consulate, yes, and the whole town for it seemed. though they were 
all out to see us, had been notified of our coming. 5 Consul, was. not 
at home but his agents were there to receive us. Men and a bo t were 
sent for us who took us safely to the shore. Here our ‘passports were. re- 
quiréd. © Our books were taken but we received them again yo. 1944 
later. The consulate also made arrangements for a carriage to take us 


Aleppo and entertained us very kindly until Sund 
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gate and sound. 

The Saints of Aleppo met us a short distance out of town and gave us 
a warm welcome. 

Spade will not permit me to go into details. Our fare from Bern to 
Aleppo amounted to. 284.06 francs each. Ot course we had many other 
expenses, some unnecessary if we had known better. As a whole we had 
a very pleasant journey. We traveled 3rd class on land and 2nd on sea.
